Allo he ſapde, they 
erred , not vnderſtanding the power of 
God, wherby he is able to rapſe againe 
the ſelfe ſame bodye in nomber, whiche 
is dead, though it be vnpoſſible(as itis) 
.in all natural reaſon, Soe that Chꝛiſt 
ſpake not here to vnlearned men, noz 
of all Scriptures , noꝛ of rcadinge, but 
of vnderſtanding.

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We muſt beleue them, thoughe they be 
manifeſtlye againſt the Scripture. The 
Jeſuites (ay no ſuch wo2d, but they af- 
firme the fozmer parte of your wordes, 
although not ſoe gencrally, + confuſed 
ly,as you repozt, Foz they ſay not that 
all traditions are of equal authoritye 
with the woꝛd of God, but only ſuch as 
are certapnlye deſcended from Chriſt x 
his Apoſtles, and were deliuered by the 
to be obſerued as parte of the woꝛde of all 
God. Foz there are two kinds of tradi- f. of 
tions, oz doctrines receaued onlpe by 
woꝛd of mouthe : the one called Eccle⸗ 
ſtaſtical, becauſe they were begone and 
left vs only by the Church: and thes ar 
of no greater authoritie then the wri⸗ 
tinges and other decrees of the Churche 
are, The other are called, Apoſtolicall 
o2 deuine , left vnto vs by Chꝛiſt ⁊ the 
Apottels: and thes are of no leſſe autho⸗ 
ritp, then if they had ben writen by the, 
o2 then are the other things which they 
wꝛot. Foz if a maiſter ſhould leaue vn 
to his ſeruantes, one thing in wꝛiting, 
and an other thing by wa2d of mouthe, 
they are of equal authoritic as all men 
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men wil graũt. Thes traditions therfoz 
if thep be certainly knowen to come fro 
Chrilt x his Apoſtles, the Jeſuites ſay , 
they are of equal authority witb ß w2it 
ten woꝛd, x not al traditiõs as you mas 
lifioufly repoꝛte. And now that Chziff 
t his Apoſtles left vnto the Church di⸗ 
uers doctrines by woꝛd of mouth only, 
t not wꝛiten, it is pꝛoued by inuincibls 
argumetes:as by the teſtimonies of the 
Councels, Fathers, ⁊ ſtories of the Pꝛi 
matiue church, by many places of ſc2ips 
ture, as namlp by that S. Paule ſaithe 
to the Theſſalonians : Brethern ſtande 
faſt and hould the traditions which you 
haue lerned ether by word of oath or 
by our epiſtle, Alſo it is pꝛoued, by docs 
frines which we haue and hould, e the 
Church hath ſo done fr6 the beginning: 
which doctrines notwithſtanding are 
not wꝛiten, but receaued by wo2de of 
mouth from Chꝛiſt and the Apoſtles: 
as baptiſme of infantes, celebꝛation of 
the ſondaye, the nomber of the bokes of 
Scripture, the faſt of lent, and the like, 
Wherof J haue geuen moze examples 
befoze in your fourth repozte, Now 
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- Now this being ſoe, how vainly doe 
pou bꝛing in(P, Charke)againft this, 
the ſayng of Chꝛiſt touching the ſuper 
ſtitious ſcribes and Pharaſes:In vaine 
doe they worſhipe me teaching doc- 
trines that are but the traditions of men. 
In pour owne conſcience, J aſke you, 
is this anything pertaining to our pur⸗ 
poſe , o2 contzarie to the Catholiques 
doctrine which J haue ſet doſicze if it be 
not, why doe pou ſoe ſhamlelydeceatte 
the people with ſuch impertinẽt ſtuffe: 
But this is your onlpe refuge, and 
herein lyethe the whole mayntenance 
of your cauſe, to repozfe vs ſtill amifſe, 
and to refute vs with that whiche no- 
thing pertapneth to the matter. As 
in this place whiche you haue hore 
b:ought in , let the reader marke how 
manye differences there be, betwirt

Thirdlye thoſe traditions of the Pha- 
raſes which Chꝛiſt repꝛehendeth, were 
tertapne idle and fwliſhe external cere⸗ 
monies: as the waſhing ol cuppes, and 
the lyke , and dyuers of them were di⸗ 
rede contrarye to the woꝛde of God, as 


expoſitions of 


Ak iuam, the other by Rabbi Juda, the 
tiprde by the ſonnes of Aſomoneus, 
which interpꝛetations all, were called 
Deuteroſeis, that is, ſecondarpe expo⸗ 
ſitions after Popſes, of which peruerſe 
erpoſitions, came al their errours ofthe 
Talmud. But now what is this, to the 
holpe Traditions of Chꝛiſt and his A⸗ 
poſtles, oꝛ of the Pꝛimatiue Church? 
13- Laſtly pou repoꝛt the Jeſuites fo
